fsy  they,  thefe  fWm  wooled  Ihecp  baiq{ 
of  a  <  more  tender  and  delicate  cbnltitu? 
tion  ihgr. 'the  dieep  that  carry  coatfee 
wool,  the  farmkr  would  Ipfe  more  bylho 
additional  care  that  thefe  would  reqhrrc; 
than  he  could  gain  by  the  adchtionat 
price  that  he  niighuget  fur  hil  wooll 
But,  with  ali  due  deference  to  the  jiid|^ 
ment  of  tbofe  who  may  maintain  thif 
i»pinion,  it  may*be  aHow^  fne  to  afh.  If 
they  have  cver'met  with  aoy  radsfa^prw 
pb^  that  they  Cannot  be  itfjdakrff^Kn 
rtgard  to  the  Ai^pofed  ta^^hrom  whiei^ 
they  draw  their  eoncInBohf  Tor  my* 
own  part,  1  think  there  i I  the  greareft: 
feaf^  fo  believe  that  it  rcRs  tipon^itOl 
better  fbimdaftmir,  tlain  that  general  blid 
that  we  always  feel  in  otfr  mind  'to  affo-^ 
date  the  Idea  of  ffoenefk  of  quality  tfi 
any  organized  fubdafice  wirh  that  Of 
wtaknds  and  dirKoacy  in  the  fhbjcAtlni* 
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produces  it :  but  when  we  look  around 
us  for  fa<ft8  to  corroborate  ihi<  itica,  we 
meet  with  none  that  tend  to  lupport  it; 
for  we  have  not  the  fmalleft  rcafun  to 
bflievc  that  the  (beep  in  thole  parts  of 
England  that  carry  the  finell  wool  are  in 
any  rcfpe<Jf  lets  hardy  than  thofc  that 
yield  the  very  coailcH  wgol.  They  live  in 
a  climate  equally  fevere  as  the  otheri*,  arc 
fcot  in  any  refpe»5l  im're  carefully  tend¬ 
ed,  nor  are  more  fub;e<5feil  to  dileafes  of 
Ally  fort  than  the*e  arc:  And  with  regard 
to  the  flock  mentioned  in  Letter  iii. 
which  c«»nlifted  aliKe  of  thcle  two  f{irts 
of  Ihecp.  which  were,  in  every  refpedt, 
managed  alike  during  the  whole  time 
that,ihcy  continued  together,  it  was  ob* 
fervible  that  the  fine  wooltd  fort  iucrea- 
fed  more,  and  were  at  all  times  in  as 
good  plight,  and  fubjc(itcd  to  as  few'  dif- 
cafes  or  accidents  of  any  fort,  as  the 
o6arfc  w()olen  fheep  tliat  were  kept 
ahmg  with  them.  The  fame  thing  I 
have  alfo  remarked  with  regard  to  my 
<»wn  fli)ck,  in  which  there  are  fome  flierp 
that  carry  wool  of  the  very  coarlcft  qua- 
tity,  which  are  in  general  of  a  much 
more  weakly  conUitution,  and  more 
liable  to  difallers,  than  others  that  carry 
Wind  of  four  times  it'*  value.  1  do  n(»t, 
how-ever,  fr»rm  this  mean  to  infer,  that 
Ihecp  which  carry  fine  wool  are  always 
and  iKCfHarily  of  a  nmre  hardy  fort  than 
thole  that  \ield  coarler  fleeces,  but  think 
I  may,  without  the  fmalUtt  befitation, 
venture  to  ciafs  the  contrary  opinion 
among  that  of  vulgar  errors^  which 
luve  been  hccdlcisly  adopted  without 
anv  fiifl'icient  toundation. 

To  the  fame  clafs  likewife  muft  we  re¬ 
fer  that  opinion  which  fuppofes  that  a 
lleccc  of  hnc  wool  alw/ayb  weighs  lefs 
than  one  of  coarfe  wool  from  a  Ihecp  of 
the  fame  hzc;  for,  from  repealed  expe¬ 
rience,  I  can  tafrly  aver  that  thib  is  nut 
the  cate,  in  general  I  am  dtlpoled  to 
think  that  the  reverie  of  this  opinion  is 
the  truth;  but  neither  would  1  pretend 
to  afbrm  this,  for  rcafon*  that  lhali  be 
afterwards  adduced. 

Although  the  varieties  of  wool  produ¬ 
ced  by  diiieient  kinds  of  Iheep  are  almoll 
Infinite ,  yet  thcle  may  be  ail  reduced  to 
two  grand  divitions,  viz*  long  wool  only 
bt  for  being  combed,  and  ihort  w'ool 
''hich  is  more  proper  tor  being  carded, 
between  the  two  extremes  of  thcle 
cuires,  the  variations  with  regard  to 
Icogih  are  innumerabte ;  nor  is  there  lei's 
disci  lity  with  regard  to  tincoefs.  lu 


Scotland  we  have  been  fo  little  attentive 
to  our  ihcep,  that  it  is  perhaps jmpoflible 
to  meet  with  cither  the  one  kind  or  the 
other  in  its  true  perfection,  the  ufual 
kind  being  a  mongrel  breed  of  many 
f«)rts  intermixed,  which  carry  wool  nei¬ 
ther  of  the  beft  fort  for  carding,  or  for 
combing.  It  is,  however,  a  comnaoa 
opinion^  that  the  longer  the  wool,  is  the 
coarler  is  its  quality;  and  you  will  fre¬ 
quently  meet  with  pcrfoiis  who  conclude 
dogmatically  of  the  coarlenefs  of  the 
llapic  of  the  wool  from  the  length  of  it ; 
but  this  opinion  is  equally  ill  founded  as 
the  tore* mentioned.  I  myfclf  have  had 
w’ool  very  near  half  a  yard  in  length,  the 
filaments  of  which  were  fo  tine,  that  ma¬ 
ny  perfons,  who  were -not  very  gfeat 
jiidgCsS  of  that  matter,  thought  it  equal 
in  tiiirnelH  to  fome  Spanilh  woo!  with 
whicn  I  compared  it,  while  other  flieep 
of  the  lame  flock  gave  me  wool  hardly 
exceeding  an  inch  in  length,  which  was, 
at  (tie  fame  time,  as  coarfe  as  dog’s  hair ; 
but  neither  do  I  from  this  infer  that 
long  Wool  is  of  a  finer  llaple  than  (hurl; 
for  1  have  likewife  had  long  wool  of  ;i 
very  coarfe  quality,  and  Ihort  wool  very 
fine.  It  is  enough  if  we  reft  fatisfied 
that  the  ftnenefs  of  the  ftaple  of  wool  is 
in  noways  dependant  upon  the  length 
thereof..  They. arc,  however,  thus  far 
com  edited,  that,  in  the  fame  fleece,  the 
wool  that  grows  upon  the  buttocks  is 
ulually  the  coarfeft  as  well  ah  the  longeft 
part  of  the  fleece ;  the  obferviiig  of  w’hich 
luiglit  probably  have  given  rife  to  this 
opinion ;  but  thofe  who  arc  careful  in 
I  heir  breed  of  fheep  will  find  but  little 
difference  in  this  particular. 

It  is  likewife  a  prevailing  opinion,  that 
large  fized  Iheep  are  lefs  hardy  than 
thole  that  aie  of  a  fmallcr  fori;  an  opi¬ 
nion  which,  if  taken  in  the  fame. general 
and  unlimited  fentc  as  the  former,  pro¬ 
bably  is  as  little  jult  as  thefe  arc.  It  will 
not  be  difputed  but  that  a  large  fized 
Iheep  requires  a  greater  quantity  of 
•  food  than  one  of  a  Imallcr  fort:  but  that 
it  either  requires  it  of  a  richer  quality, 
or  in  greater  quantities  in  pro|K)r(ion  to 
its  hulk,  appears  to  me  extremely  doubt* 
ful*;  for,  aithtmgh  I  have  had  both 
fortu  in  my  own  flock  for  fome  years  paft^ 

•  It  would  be  an  experiment  of  fome  utili¬ 
ty  to  afccrtaiii  this  fact,  fo  as  to  reduce  it  in 
fome  meaj'ure  to  a  certainty,  which  might  be 
done  at  no  very  confidcrablc  expcncc,  by  in- 
cloling  two  fmall  plots  of  gral's  from  the  Lrac 
heU,  wad  ascqlul  ia  quabty  as  poillblc,  i^to 
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whtcli  hate  been  always  fed  upon  the 
fame  paftures,  and  treated  in  every  re- 
fped  alike',  yet  the  larger  b*ecd  of  Hieep 
have  been  at  all  times  in  better  order, 
and  more  forward  in  feeding  than  the 
other  fort,  infomuch  that  my  Ihepherd, 
who  was  at  firft  greatly  prejudiced  againft 
the  larger  iheep,  is  now  fo  fully  cenvin* 
jced  of  their  fuperior  ha'^dinefs,  that  he 
has  frequently  urged  me  to  keep  none  of 
the  others. 

Thcfc  fadfs  I  have  mentioned  purely 
with  a  view  to  root  out  general  preju¬ 
dices  from  the  minds  of  my  countrymen, 
and  not  from  any  prepoffeflion  that  T 
may  have  in,  favour  of  any  particular 
theory  myfelf*  Qeneral  conclufions 
drawn  from  particular  cafes  are  almoft 
always  erroneous,  and  ought  to  he  guard¬ 
ed  againft.  I  have  theretorc  endeavour¬ 
ed  to  eftablifh  no  general  opinion  in  the 
room  of  thote  that  have  been  invalidated. 
What  1  imagine  is  the  truth  w’ith  regard 
t(»  ail  thefe  cafes  is,  that,  as  there  is  an 
iiMlcfinifc  variety  of  different  breeds  of 
Iheep,  fo  the  peculiarities  which  diftin* 
guiih  them  from  one  another  arc  infi¬ 
nitely  diverfificd.  There  are,  no  doubt, 
lome  forts  which  difterfrom  one  another 
with  regard  to  (ize:  others  may  vary 
with  refpedt  to  hardinefs  or  delicacy  of 
conftitution :  others  in  the  (hortnefs  or 
length  of  their  wool,  and  others  in  the 
coa'rfenefs  or  finenefs  thereof;  and  on 
of  eveiy  other  diftiuguifhing  quality; 
and,  as  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  any 
or  thcfc  diftmguifhing  qualities  from  be¬ 
ing  united  with  any  one  or  mure  of  thp 
others,  we  may  therefore  meet  with  va¬ 
rieties  of  iheep  differing  from  one  another 
in  all  poffible  relpeds.  Thus  one  kind 
may  be  fmall  and  hardy,  while  anothcf 

one  of  which  let  there  he  put  (fuppoic)  twen¬ 
ty  I'mall  (heep,  weighing  fix  pounds  per  quar¬ 
ter.  or  twenty-four  pounds  the  whole  carcafe, 
and  into  the  other  a  fmaller  number  of  larger 
Iheep,  fo  as  chat  the  weight  of  mutton  (hoold 
be  equal  in  each  ;  Stippofe  four  at  thirty 
pumiJi  per  quarter,  or  $vc  at  twenty-four 
pounds  per  quarter,  or  fix  at  twenty  pounds 
per  quarter,  ur  any  Urger  number  ot  ftnaller 
ucep,  lo  as  that  tite  wuole  weight  ibould  ftili 
be  equal  to  the  other,  and  then  obferve  which 
of  the  two  could  be  longeft  fubfifted,  or  foon- 
eft  fatted  in  chat  ntuation.  This  might  be 
tried  with  bad  as  well  as  ^ood  grafs,  which 
would  afeertain  the  fa^  with  fiMoe  degree  of 
accuracy;  but  till  iitmeching  of  this  kind  if 
done,  we  mult  content  uurieUcs  with  probable 
foiijs^ure  ou  head.

the  fame  manner  they  may  be  diverfificd 
with  regard  to  every  other  quality  /« 
infinitum  \  and  this,  1  am  fatUfled,  does 
adtualiy  take  place  in  nature  f.  The  ne- 
ceflary  inference,  then,  that  we  fhould 
draw  from  thefe  premises,  will  be, 
that  in  fome  places  it  may  fo  happen, 
that  a  particular  breed  of  fihe  wooled 
fheep  may  be  really  of  a  more  tender 
and  delicate  conftitution,  more  difficult 
to  keep,  and  lefs  profitable  to  the  owner 
than  another  fort  which  he  may  have  it 
in  his  power  to  rear,  that  carries  wool  of 
acoarler  quality;  while  in  another  dif- 
triA  there  may  m  found  a  breed  of  Iheep 
that  carry  very  coarfc  wool,  which  are 
a  weakly  and  delicate  conftitution;  an<| 
ill  a  third  another  breed  which  carry  as 
fine  wool  as  the  firft,  while  they,  at  thd 
lame  time,  enjoy  a  conftitution  at  bard^ 
AS  could  poflibly  be  dcfircd;  and,  as  the 
fame  diver (ity  may  take  place  with  re¬ 
gard  to  the  length  and  fhortnefs  of  the 
wool,  or  any  other  quality  whatever,  no 
one  ought  to  conclude  that,  becaufe  he 


f  It  would  require  an  extraordinary  exteo* 
five  experience  to  be  able  to  poufiriu  all  thq 
varieties  that  could  take  place  in  this  refpe^t 
by  lAual  triaU  The  inftances  above  enume-' 
rated  prove  it  in  part.

“  Poor  Amelia  J  how  do  I  lament  thy 
premature  late !  let  fable  vefted  night 
environ  thee  with*  her  impenetrable 
(hades,  and  conceal  thee  from  every 
ferutioizing  eye;  but  let  thy  furviving 
relative,  when  contemplating  .her  own 
charms,  think  on  thy  condition,  and  call 
to  mind  what  an  horriftc  veil  is  now 
(Spread  over  a  fet  of  features*  which  werd 
far  fuperior  tp  hers. 

“  As  for  me,  when  this  (cenc  prefentji 
itfelf  to  my  mind,  it  (ball  bencefortb 
prevent. me  from  paying  my  devotion  ti» 
a  Ihrine  formed  uf  materials  fo  fubjed 
to  decay,  and  teach  me,  that  intire  fell* 
city  cannot  be  expeded  from  the  emoy- 
ment  of  what  is  liable  to  lb  mortifying 
a  change  ;  conrequently  it  wiil  keep  me 
from'  fetting  too  high  a  value  upon  any  of

WE  are  juft  rt turned  from  the 
princeV.

— It  is  with  the  lit  mold  ditficulty  th.it  an 
union  of  this  foit  can  be  effeifted  be¬ 
tween  any  two  perfons;  nature  feems 
to  have  thrown  cbftacles  in  the  way  to 
hinder  it  tliat  arc  alinoft  infurmounlable; 
but  to  attempt  fuch  an  union  betw'cen 
any  greater  number  is  a  thing  that  bor¬ 
ders  upon  ablelutc  inipcflibility.  The 
union  of  two  perfons  is  a  mailer- piece 
of  nature,  cf  reafon,  (^f  foriunc,  that, 
combine  together  in  order  to  form  it ; 
the  union  ('f  any  greater  nun. her  is  no¬ 
thing  elfe  but  a  chimera  :  bcfidcs,  it  is  a 
matter  cf  no  lefs  ehfiicuUy  to  preferve 
this  union  intirc  alter  it  has  been  form¬ 
ed.  It  requires  a  e«  nftancy.  a  patience, 
a  feU'-deniai,  a  c(  mm.ind  of  tcuipcr,  that 
aie  rarely  to  be  found,  even  in  llie  nuifl 
virtuous  bicift?.  Men  have  fomeiimcs 
much  ado  to  bear  with  their  own  imper¬ 
fections,  and  live  in  any  tolerable  de- 
glee  of  harmony  with  ihemlelvcs.  Nay, 
they  arc  for  the  nmft  part  at  variance 
with  themfelves:  they  pafs,  almoH  in- 
Itantancoully,  from  an  excefs  t)f  joy  to 
an  txcck  of  ladnefs ;  they  defpife  an  ob- 
jeifl  to-night  which  they  purluc  to-mor¬ 
row  with  ardour.  How  much  labour 
dees  it  not  fometimes  ci;(l  to  fix  their 
incordancy,  and  bring  them  to  a  per- 
Iciil  agreement  with  themtelves?  J3ut 
what  e xtraijrdlnary  ellbils  are  not  re¬ 
quired  to  reconcile  them  perfeijlly  with 
another  perfon,  and  bring  them  to  that 
conformity  i>f  talle,  of  humour,  of  fen- 
timent,  of  principle,  t'nat  is  nceiHary  to 
preferve  that  Uriel  union  of  hearts  wiiich 
fricndlhip  requiVes?  If  iivo  ptrjofu  jball 
be,  fo  lucky  as  to  attain  to  that,  they 
ought  to  ft;  p  there;  or,  if  they  attempt 
to  piecetd  farther,  they  may  be  alfurid 
that  they  nuift  w'atnlcr.  Ti  ue  fnViuiniip’ 
does  not  allow  but  of  one  will  betwixt 
bierds;  and  he  who  believes  it  pollihlc 
to  keep  three  or  four  pcrlons  long  ia 
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fucb  a  (late,  fl.all  finii  that  he  has  been 
niuch  mllUkcn*  Thtir  pillions,  their 
caprices,  tlicir  inttrclis,  frtijucntly  clalh 
in  Inch  a  manner  as  to  render  this  im- 
pra»iticable. 

Moreover,  every  brdy  knows  that  the 
hcait  of  man  is  very  limited ;  and  that, 
if  he  (l»aU  divide  it  amon^  a  number  of 
friends,  he  can  only  btfenw  afmall  part 
of  it  upon  each.  By  dividing  our  affec¬ 
tions  we  render  them  feeble  and  Ian* 
guid;  and,  in  fat^l,  we  daily  fee  that  thofe 
perions  who  arc  remarkable  for  general 
benevolence  are,  for  the  moft  part,  no 
Icfs  fo  for  the  weaknels  of  their  private 
attachments.  Hence  few  feem  to  care 
much  for  a  place  in  a  divided  heart,  and 
many  defpife  it:  few  can  think  of  deli* 
vering  thcmfclves  up  to  thofe  who  wan¬ 
der  in  the  mazes  of  diflipation,  and  thofe 
w  ho  do  arc  generally  of  as  diffipatcd  a 
turn  of  mind  as  they  thcmfclves  are. 
The  flight  attachments  that  perfors  of 
Ibis  (lamp  are  capable  of  may  form  fomc 
kind  of  union  betwixt  them,  but  furely 
that  union  ill  del'crvcs  the  name  of  friend- 
fliip. 

There  are  others  who  affirm*  that, 
however  plannble  thefe  arguments  may 
appear,  they  have  nothing  in  them  that 
is  lolid.  The  eflence  of  friendfliip,  fay 
thty,  we  ihall  allow  to  corfift  in  ?,  per¬ 
fect  union  of  wills;  but  ftill  wc  will 
rrtaintain,  that  it  is  not  at  all  impcflible 
to  tffablini  fuch  an  union  betwixt  any 
number  of  perfons.  All  that  they  have 
to  do  is,  to  find  out  a  common  center 
towards  which  all  their  operations  may 
lend  in  uniform  diredion,  and  where 
they  may  meet  one  another,  and  mix  to> 
gether.  This  common  center  is  virtue, 
towards  which  friends  move  by  different 
rtutes.  As  they  coniult  r?bnc  bufher  in 
all  their  determinations,  and  allow  them- 
felves  to  be  wholly  regulated  by  her  dic¬ 
tates  in  all  their  adlions,  we  may  fay, 
with  great  truth,  that,  being  animated 
by  her  alone,  they  have  but  one  foul  ac* 
tuated  by  one  uniform  ffeady  principle, 
that  rules  and  models  the  whole  tenor 
cf  their  crnduiff.  It  is  the  commanding 
voice  of  this  Sovereign  that  difpcls  thefe 
capiices,  and  that  unev^nnels  of  temper, 
that  renders  a  man  fo  difeordant  with 
himfelf,  and  prevents  him  from  prefer- 
ving  a  laffiug  union  with  others.  Virtue 
fpeaks  aToud  to  the  croud  of  liftening 
friends,  and  all  obey  her  commands, 
and  fly  with  fpeed  whither  Ihe  directs 
their  way. — If  dates  and  faiffilies  can  u- 
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nite  fo  many  perfons  together,  in  order 
to  form  one  body,  which  ihc  fame  fpirit 
moves  and  direds  to  the  fame  end  —if 
rcafon  alone  can  do  this  in  perfons  W'liuirt 
chance  has  brought  together,  and  who 
oftentimes  bear  no  real  love  to  one  ano¬ 
ther,  why  ibali  not  reafon,  fupporteo  by 
virtuous  love,  do  the  fame  in  peifoiia 
who  have  made  choice  of  one  another  to 
l>e  the  objeids  of  their  moff  aff'eiffionate 
regard?  But  does  not  experience,  the 
belt  of  all  mailers,  teach  us  that  a  mo¬ 
ther  can  love  five  or  fix  children  toge¬ 
ther,  and  love  each  of  them  with  all  the 
tendernefs  that  the  human  heart  feems 
capable  of,  and,  w  hich  is  Hill  more,  that 
the  love  which  fire  bears  them,  ami  the 
conftant  care  and  attention  with  which 
that  love  infpircs  her  to  provide  the  nc- 
ceflarics  of  lif^c  for  them,  and  watth  over 
their  health  and  education,  do  not  hin¬ 
der  her  to  difeharge,  with  the  minutdt 
exadnefs,  thofe  duties  that  her  own  fa¬ 
ther,  perhaps,  already  far  advanced  in 
years,  requires  for  his  welfare  and  pre- 
fervaiion?  Nor  does  the  joy  that  flic 
feels,  in  feeing  the  one  grow  up  and  ac¬ 
quire  ffrength,  render  her  infeniible  to 
grief,  in  beholding  the, other  daily  de¬ 
cline,  and  approach  towards  a  dilfolu- 
tion. 

Thefe  arc  the  different  opinions  of 
thofe  philofopbers  who  have  wrote  upon 
this  fubjeiff;  and  thefe  aie  fume  of  the 
arguments  by  which  they  have  endea¬ 
voured  to  fupport  them.  The  firft  woul4 
have  us  to  lock  upon  it  as  a  thing  im- 
prfliblc  for  friendihip  to  fubfiff  between 
more  than  two  perfons;  the  fecond 
would  have  us  believe  that  no  limita 
ought  to  be  fet  to  the  number  of  our 
friends.  For  my  part,  1  mult  beg  leave 
to  differ  from  both  the  one  and  the  o- 
ther,  and  to  adept  the  opinion  of  thofe 
w'ho  make  choice  of  a  medium  equally 
diffant  from  both  thefe  extremes.  I  can¬ 
not  think  it  impolfiblc  that  friendihip^ 
(hould  fubfiff  between  more  than  two  per¬ 
fons;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  1  would  have 
our  friendihip  limited  to  a  fmall  num¬ 
ber.  I  miiff  indeed  acknowledge,  tha^ 
friendfhip  between  two  perfons  only  ij 
more  fure,Inore  firm,  and  Icfs  fubje^t  to 
the  common  accidents  of  life  than  that; 
which  fubfifts  between  a  greater  number : 
nor  do  1  find  thole  in  the  wrong  whoi 
ffand  up  againff  the  plurality  of  friends 
upon  any  other  account,  but  bccaufc 
they  feem  to  conceive  too  high  an  ide;^ 
qf  friendffiip.  They  w  ould  exalt  it  to  a 
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(late  of  greitrr  pfrfe(5lio  i  thin  confif- 
lent  with  itic  good  of  mankind  : 

hy  tndcavoinng  thui  to  cxtll  it  they  li¬ 
mit  the  nfeof  it  to  too  narrow  a  conipils. 
The  unity  of  hicuftiltip  is  indeed  a  :pe- 
ci  'us  term,  and  nny  carry  a  Ihming  ap- 
Itcarance  with  it  in  the  writings  and  con- 
vcrf.ition  of  the  fpecnlativc  woiM.  but  its 
plurality  is  undtnihkilly  better  luted  for 
pra^Hice,  and  more  ufefnl  in  fiKriety. 
There  are  fo  many  catnalitics  that  may 
fepa»^ate  us  from  oiir  friends,  or  wholly 
deprive  us  of  them,  that  to  reduce  u»  tt) 
one  only  is  evidently  tJ.e  fame  as  to  ex- 
/pofe  UR  to  have  lunie  at  all.  J>elide«,  if 
it  be  the  hurincfs  of  fnenil^hip  to  rectify 
our  views,  to  corre<J't  our  errors,  to  fa¬ 
vour  i'i:r  enterprb’cs,  to  mitigate  our 
pains,  to  multiply  our  pJeafures,  to  in- 
ipire  us  v^illi  m.ajrration  in  piofperity, 
nnd  with  courage  in  adverfily,  is  it  not 
rvident  that  we  llnll  m^ive  thefe  diFe- 
lent  olViees  in  a  more  extenlive  and  more 
(.'t’tc icioTi'  degree  tram  the  joint  endea¬ 
vours  of  levcr;»Js,  (I'.an  tiom  one  who 
.nay,  pc-rhsps,  have  m»>re  zeal,  but  muft 
MmbMibt(dU  have  lefs  nbiloy? 

Let  nob(i<ly  inter  from  thence,  that  I 
have  a  nur.d,  in  oiprcfs  contradiction  to 
the  piinctples  tlwit  1  rnyfelf  have  fettled, 
to  make  private  n’ilily  the  ultimate  end 
of  frici'djliip.  'I'hough  private  advan¬ 
tage  ought  never  to  be  coni'dered  as  the 
ultimate  end  of  that  ficrtd  tic,  it  mutt 
!>e  acknow  ledged  as  the  fruit  ihal  fprings 
from  it;  and  that  fruit  m-^y  be  allowt*! 
fo  hold  the  place  oF  a  iV'  ondary  m«rtivr 
in  forming  it.  Friendibip  has  been  given 
ris  to  ferve  for  a  fupport  to  virtue,  and 
be  who  would  reduce  it  to  one  only, 
feems  to  prtfume  too  much  in  human 
'veaknefs.  Let  us  caff  an  eye  back  upon 
rhe  rm*ft  llliiltru  us  age?’ of  antiquity,  and 
vA-e  Iball  find,  that  thofe  great  men  who 
'*ere  the  ornaments  of  it,  have  not 
thought  proper  it*  reltrii^l  themfelves  to 

•  *ne  tneiiil  only.  ^(.>crate«  and  PlUo  had 
?eve-al.  The  fricndlbip  of  Scipio  Afri- 
Mr.i.s  and  LtHus  is  famous  to  this 
d.iv  ;  but  « very  body  knows  that  they 
bat!  tilher  fiietids  w ho  weif  C'un  non  to 
t>oih,  and  fome  of  their  r.arac'  have  been 
hatulevi  down  to  p^jlltrity.  -Cictro  and 
.Vliuv  the  younger  h,.tl  many  infimue 
friend*,  whom  they  have  immo’ t.iir/ed 
Til  their  writings;  and  evru  Cato,  the 
f^id  Cato  h'.nitelt  had  more  thin  one. 
f.uctan,  m  one  of  his  elegarit  di.ib.gaes, 
.-ntrovlucts  a  Greek  and  a  Scythian  fpeak-

deavours  to  convince  the  other,  that 
IViembhip  w'as  nowhere  better  known, 
or  more  honoured  than  in  his  own  coun¬ 
try,  and  each  of  wfioin  brings  an  inftance 
of  three  perfons  who  cnllivatcd  afriend- 
Ihip  no  lefs  tender  and  l>rong  becanfe.  it- 
was  divided.  A  clear  proof  that  ihefc. 
two  nations  did  not  limit  friendlhip  to 
two  perfons  only, 

Dii  the  other  hand  it  mnft  be  owned, 
that  there  Teems  to  Ik;  an  abfolutc  necef- 
lity  of  limiting  it  to  a  few,  and  that  the 
firialler  the  number  thu‘r  connected  is, 
the  more  ftable  and  the  more  perfeift 
muil  the  fiiendlhip  be.  Experience  has 
frequently  Ihovn,  that  he  who  counts  a 
great  number  of  frl<'i*d-»  has  feldom  any 
who,  properly  fpeaking,  deferves  that 
name.  All  the  human. lacufties  arc  of  a 
very  limited  nature:  by  extending  them 
to  many  different  ul)je6fi,  we  necelfarily 
diminifn  the  ftrength  of  their  operations. 
He  who  has  many  friends  can  only  'be¬ 
llow’  upon  each  a  fmall  part  of  that  ten- 
derneis,  of  that  care,  of  that  attention 
which  fricndfiiip  demands.  Again,  it  is 
fo  ditlicult  a  matter  to  make  a  proper 
choice  of  a  friend,  fo  llrirt  an  examina¬ 
tion,  and  fo  many  trials  arc  necclfiry  in. 
order  to  infure  fucceb,  that  the  longcft 
life  is  fcarce  fuflicient  tt*  make  two  <*r 
three  choices  of  this  kind.  Ibit  fnppofe 
fortune  to  have  favoured  you  in  this  re- 
fpCcl  above  tithcr«»,  and  to  have  put  you 
all  at  once  in  pollcffion  of  what  cofts  e- 
very  other  body  much  time  and  great 
pains  to  attain,  you  will  fitid  it  necefia- 
ry  to  bellow  more  attention  upon  culti¬ 
vating  your  friendliiip  in  a  proper  man¬ 
ner  tlian  you  can  perhaps  well  afl'ortl. 
It  requires  naore  time  a:ul  afiTidnity  to 
keep  the  gentle  fl.rme  of  friendlhip  alive 
than  mod  people  ftem  to  be  aware  of. 
V.’’ithont  a  mutual  communication  of 
thoughts  and  fcnlimcnts  by  means  of 
frequent  converfalions  or  letters,  witli- 
outthc  mod  endearing  marks  of  confi¬ 
dence  and  attachment  ofientimes  repeat¬ 
ed,  without  difeharging  all  the 

duties  that  friendlhip  rcijnircs,  w’liich 
are  neither  few  nor  calily  performed,'  as 
I  lhall  flicw  yon  upon  l\»mc  future  oUa- 
fion,  it  mnft  foon  languifli  and  expire. 
Ibit  who  does  not  fee  the  imporubiluy  <*f 
doing  this,  w  hen  onr  friends  excetd  a 
certain  number ;  Let  us  do  w’hat  we  will, 
w’c  lhall  be  guilty  of  ntgUiJtmg  fomc 
one  or  other  of  them.  It  lhall  nut  l>c  in 
our  pow’cr  to  divide  <Hir  time,  onr  alien- 
tion^  our  aflf.'clion  among  them  iu  fucli  a

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manner  as  to  give  every  one  rcafon  to  he  cd  my  opinion  about  other  ihattert' 
latitifud;  and  hence  H  CicccHUy  arifea  of  which  I'  happened  to  be  thinking  of 


re(tri(it:ng  ourfdves  to  a  Imall  number  of 
friends. 

Htit  pleafc  to  ohfer\T,  ray  Flavia,  that 
when  I  lay  that  the  number  of  our 
friends  lliould  bt  fraall,  1  fpcak  only  of 
inlimatc  friends;,  for  there  is  a  certain 
familiar  iiiiercourfe  u|M)n  which  the 
world  is  pleafed  to  beftow  the  appellation ' 
of  friendlhip,  that  you  raay  have  num-' 
befs,  or  rather  that  nobody  can  avoid 
having  who  lives  iir  the  world.  There 
are  many  prrfons  with  whom  you  will 
find  your felr  obliged,  for  many  reafons, 
to  treat  in  a  familiar  and  contident  man¬ 
ner;  but  1  do  not  call  this  friendlhip  in 
a  llrid  feni'e.  What  1  mean  by  friend- 
ihip  I  have  already  fuiTieiently  explained. 

I  l>cgin  indeed  to  think,  that  there  is  no‘ 
great  occah on' w’hy  h  ilrould  ufe  many 
v.’ords  to  caution  you  againlt  multiply-] 
ing  fricndlliip  of  this  fort;  iK'caufe  I 
tloubt  much  whether  or  not  you  iliall  c* 
ver  have  it  in  your  power  to  ito  it.  You 
in.iy  live  perhaps  till  the  ninety-ninth 
year  of  your  age  before  you  Hiall  fall  io 
with  a  Tingle  perfon  endued  with  all  the 
qualifications  necelTary  to  form  a  true 
friend.  A  true  friend  has  always  been 
accounted  a  real  treafure,  and  treafures 
you  know  arc  rarely  to  be  found.  The 
wife  author  of  Ccclefiallicus  feenis  to 
hint  at  this  when  he  fays,  that  a  faith^ 
ful  fritnd  is  a  Jlrong  defence^  and  he 
that  hath  found  him  hath  found  n 
treafure.  If  you  hate  been  lucky  c- 
nough  to  find  a  treafurc  of  this  kind,  re¬ 
turn  tiianks  to  kind  heaveo,  for  heaven 
iitelf,  in  iny  opinion,  hai  not  a  greater 
temporal  bielhng  to  bellow.  But  if  you 
iltould  not  as  yet  have  been  favoured 
with  fo  vahuUe  a  gift,  endeavour  to  me¬ 
rit  It  by  a  virtuous  life.  A^virtuous  man 
in  reward  of  his  virtue,  lhali  never  fail 
to  meet  with  a  friend  as  virtuous  as  htm- 
itlf,  according  to  that  celebrated*  faying 
I  hr  wife  fon  of  SiractS  whom  I  have 
jult  cited  :  //  faithful J fiend  is  the  me- 
dicine  of  life ;  and  they  that  fear  the 
Lot  d  jhall  find  him,

exaetnefs.  To  explain  this,  blftiop  Berk¬ 
ley  lays,  that  the  divine  Being,  attending 
particularly  to  each  individual  mind,  im- 
prefl'cs  their  fenforiiims  in  the  fame  or  a 
correfponding  manner,  without  the  me¬ 
dium  of  any  thing  external  to  them. 
On  the  other  hand,  I,  without  pretend¬ 
ing  that  this  feheme  is  impollible,  where 
divine  power  is  concerned,  think,  how¬ 
ever,  that  it  is  more  natural  to  luppoie, 
that  there  really  arc  fuch  bodies  as  the 
moon,  flars,  and  planets,  placed  at  cer¬ 
tain  diftances  from  us,  and  moving  in 
Certain  diredions;  by  means  of  which, 
without  fuch  an  agency  of  the  Deity,’  as 
he  fuppofes,  all  our  minds  arc  iieceirari- 
iy  imprefied  in  tliis  correfpondlng  man¬ 
ner. 

“  I  am  fati.'.ficd  that  fnch  a  reprefen- 
talion  ai»  this  (by  which  1  exhibit  to  any 
ptrfon  particular  appearances  as  aiiiing 
trom  more  general  la^ys^  which  is  a- 
grteablc  to  the  analogy  of  every  thing 
tile  that  we  tblcrvc),  dues  not  plealc 
and  conviikc  him,  it  will  iignify  nothing 
to  tell  him,  with  MeH’ts  Reid,  Beattie, 
and  Ofwald,  that  the  cafe  is  not  to  be 
argued  at  all,  that  he  has  lometbing 
within  himlclf,  called  covimon  fenje^ 
which  tells  him  that  there  n  an  exter- 
n<il  world,  and  that,  if  he  rtilt«5l  a  mo¬ 
ment,  he  inuft  ktioiv  that  ail  his  objec¬ 
tions  are  frivolous  and  abfurd. 

V  The  hypothefis  of  there  being  no 
external  world  is  by  no  means  lo  flicck- 
ing  to  my  undti Handing,  or,  to  ufe  the 
the  favourite  phralc,  my  common  fenfe, 
as  the  luppotition  that  1  am  prcpcrly 
cofifeicus  of  more  than  paH'es  within  iriy 
ewa  mkd:  or^  as  Dr  Held  expreifes  it| 


that  we  really  perceive  things  that  ar§ 
external  to  w/,  and  do  not  judge  of  aU 
things  that  arc  without  ourfclves  by  no¬ 
tices  perceived  within,  how  mlHaken  fo- 
ever  we  may  be  in  our  judgments  con» 
cerning  them. 

“  Jt  is  not  very  eafy  tounderftandwhatit 
is,philofophically  fpeaking,  that  Dr  Reid, 
Dr  Beattie,  and  Dr  Ofwald,  always  mean 
by  their  comnioa  fenfe :  but,  how  capti¬ 
vating  foever  their  general  deferiptions 
of  it  may  be  at  the  firft  hearing,  they 
appear  to  me  to  be  exceedingly  vague 
and  inconfident,  upon  a  more  attentive 
examination. 

“  Sometimes  one  would  imagine  that 
the  human  mind  was  lo  eficdually  guard¬ 
ed  with  this  internal  defence,  that  no 
one  of  the  human  race  could  be  in  dan¬ 
ger  of  falling  into  any  error  of  confe- 
qucnce,  and  that  even  all  revelation 
might  be  fpared  *.

'•  “  In  this  deplorable  dale  of  the  affairs 
of  common  Jenfct  one  would  think  that 
Dr  Ofwald  might  be  glad  to  avail  himfelf 
of  the  aid  of  reafon  ;  but  of  this  he  en¬ 
tertains  the  greated  dread.  Even  a  pro- 
feffe4  unbeliever  is  not  fo  great  a  bugbear 
to  him  as  a  reafoning  Chridian.  1  ihall 
prefent  my  reader  with  one  of  bis  nu¬ 
merous  pathetical  complaints  on  this 
fubjed. 

*  “  Not  only  the  Chridian  revelation,  but

TURKEY  AND  RUSSIA. 


JVarfuw,  Sept,  lo.  “  Letters  from 
Moldavia  mention,  that  the  held-marPnal 
count  Romanzow  has  received  a  large 
lum  of  money  at  Jalfy,  in  part  of  the  fti- 
pulated  fum  which  the  Porte  is  to  pay 
Ruflia  fur  her  expenees  during  the  war. 
—  Accounts  arc  liktwifc  received  from 


Bachiferia,  and  other  parts  of  the  Crinv 
Tartary,  in  courequence  of  particular’ 
orders  on  that  account  which  he  recei¬ 
ved  from  his  fublimc  highnefs  the  grand 
fignior  ;  but  before  Dcwict  Gueray  quit¬ 
ted  tUe  country,  he  deftroyed  all  the 
fortifications  at  Bachiferia,  and  demo-, 
liffied  all  the  other  places  of  Arcngth  ia 
the  Turkifli  pofielTion,  taking  away  witli- 
him  all  the  cannon,  ammunition,  Itorcs, 
&c.  which  he  conveyed,  with  all  hig 
troops  to  Oczackow,  in  Budziack  Tar¬ 
tary,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Nieper,  or  flo- 
rifthenes,  which  place  he  has  very  Arong- 
ly  foftihed,  and  has  juA  received  a 
fupply  of  Ihips  and  troops  from  'furkey, 
Thele  proceedings  of  the  Tartar  chief 
have  givtu^real  umbrage  to  the  Ruf¬ 
fians,  who  fay  they  are  d’utdlly  contrary 
to  the  treaty  of  peace,  in  w'hich  the  in¬ 
dependency  of  the  Crimea  is  a  very  chief 
article ;  wmich  independency,  it  is  urged, 
is  intirdy  negative,  whillt  Devvlct  Guc- 
ray  keeps  with  fuch  a  force  ou  the  bor¬ 
ders  of  it,  and  in  fuch  a  place,  that  it  ia 
alinoTc  iinpofiible  to  difludge  him  :  but. 
reafouabie  and  intelligent  people  behold 
it  in  a  different  light,  and  alArm  it  to  be 
a  Aroke  of  profound  policy  in  the  fub-^ 
lime  Porte,  who,  n.)  doubt,  gave  parti¬ 
cular  orders  ttr  Crim  Dewlct,  by  w  hicU 
he  regulated  his  conduct,  and  Aill  abided 
by  the  literal  tenor  of  the  treaty,  the. 
articles  of  which,  refpeding  the  Crimea,, 
are  as  follows: — “  That,  with  all  con¬ 
venient  fpecd, 'after  the  ratlAcation  of 
the  articles  of  the  peace  between  the  two. 
conlrading  powers,  the  fubJime  Otto¬ 
man  Porte  lhall  caufe  all  her  forces  to 
vacuatc  every  part  of  the  Crimea,  and 
ll.ai  the  Cltuain  troops’ (hall  retire  ia

13*  “  The  Groningen, 
a  Dutch  frigate  of  ;6  gnus,  has  juft  ar¬ 
ia  ved  hcie  from  tire  Archipelago,  and 
brings  the  following  account  of  the  lofs 
of  great  part  of  a  Iquadrcn  of  Rulii.in 
fhips.  On  the  19th  of  July  admiral  Spi- 
ritoffe  detached  the  following  Upiadron, 
under  the  command  t)f  the  rcar-ndml- 
ral  Verganflet,  viz.  the  St  Piul,  of  60 
guns,  and  500  men;  the  Catlrarina  and 
Revel,  of  5Dgiins  c'lch;  the  Wybargr), 
M)fcow,  ArchangcU'and  Gottorp,  of^o 
guns  cacli ;  and  three  frigates  of  30  guns 
f together  witlr  feveral  frnaller  vclTe)''),  on 
24  feciet  expedition  to  the  ccaft  of  Syria, 
which  coatt  the  Ujuadron  rr.ade  on  the 
26th,  and  came  to  an  anchor  ahcyi::  four 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon.  On  the  fame 
night,  about  eight,  a  very  hard  gale  came 
on,  af*d  increafed  by  fnch  violeiit  an«l 
temiH-rtuous  degree?,  that  before  twelve 
all  the  fhlps  of  the  fquadron  were  either 
drove  from  their  anchors,  or  t>h!iged  to 
cut  their  cables.  In  this  confufiun  the 
.admiral’s  ftiip  (the  St  Paul)  ran  foul  of 
two  of  the  frigates,  one  of  which  imme¬ 
diately  funk,  and  the  other  was  very 
much  damaged.  The  St  Paul  foon  after 
that  ran  alhore,  and  was  foon  beat  to 
pieces;  the  admiral,  ivith  ten  ofiicers, 
and  4o.n  cf  the  meu  being  loft  in  the 
wreck,  the  reft  of  the  crew  petting  011 
fliore  by  diftlrent  means.  The  Revel 
and  Mnfcovv  both  foundered  at  fea,  as 
nothing  was  ften  of  them  the  next  day 
when  the  ftorm  abated.  The  Gottorp 
and  one  i>f  the  frigates  were  likewife  dri- 
▼ett  on  Iborc,  but  very  proviilentiaily 
did  not  hear  to  pieces  ;  but  all  the  fmall 
velfels  except  two  were  intirely  deftroy- 
ed.  The  remaining  frigate  arrived  at 
Paros  with  this  melancholy  intelligence 
on  the  7th,  and  admiral  Spiritoffe  imme¬ 
diately  difpatched  feveral  fliips  to  the  re¬ 
lief  of  the  Ihaitcrcd  remains  cf  the  fqua- 
dron.”

Accoriiiiii;  to  the  lafl  letters  from 
Venice,  I’rie  Icnate  icciiis  to  apprehend 
tut  fuccels  of  this  aftonifhing  atfair,  as 
ithey  have  already  eft’ered  130,000  ducats 
^tnthe  faaiilics  t>f  the  Irflcr  nubieife  ia 
the  t^pnofition,  to  keep  them  Glent,  but 
ti>  luipni  p«>fe.  Several  members  of  the 
antient  iiobilitv  are  equally  defirous  to 
)iave  the  inijuirttion  of  the  ftatc  aboliili* 
eil,  which  they  look  upon  as  quite  ufe- 
Ici's:  In  ta^t,  that  tribunal  is  as  odiims 
as  the  i'acred  inquifition,  as  it  puniihes 
upon  furpicion,  as  if  the  crime  was  com¬ 
mitted.

f4>rth  this  our  royal  proclamation,  Hi  id¬ 
ly.  charging  and  comoiatidlng  all  the 


peers  of  Scotland  to  aflemhle  and  meet 
at  Holyrood-houfe,  in  Edinburgh,  oil 
Tnelday  the  tifteenth  day  of  November 
next  enfuing^  between  the  hoursof  twelve 
and  two  in  the  afternoon,  to  nominate 
and  chufe  the  fixteen  peers,  to  lit  and 
vote  in  thc'houfc  of  peers  in  the  faici 
enfuing  parliament,  by  open  cledion  and 
plurality  of  voices  of  the  peers  that  fliall 
l>e  there  prefent,  and  t)f  the  proxies  of 
Inch  a's  Ihall  be  ablent  (fuch  proxies  be¬ 
ing’ peers),  and  producing  a  mandate  in 
writing,  duly  figned  before  witiuifea,' 
and  both  the  couilituent  arid  proxy  be¬ 
ing  qualified  according  to  law.
